Witness.could not say 
how many instruments were 
used .in the inflicting of. the 
wounds, but the nature of 
the wounds were more or less 
alike.. One of the wounds must 
Rave been caused by a sharp and 
pointed instruament—probably a 
chisel. It looked ds ifthe deceas- 
ed received the wounds while in 
@ standing position. His body 
was identified by some Indian 
warders of the Gaol. 


“Dr. W. J. Woodman, Medical 
Officer of the Victoria Gaol, in 
his evidence said’ that he was 
summoned to the gaol at4.55 a.m.

“ Certainly, I have. The Police 
do their best to help us. They 
cannot’ do everything. [n the 
first instance, they have to 
defend lives and not properties. 
I do not sec how the Police come 
into this question. You just walk 
‘from, say, the Queen's Dis- 
pensary upto the American 
Express Company's offices, which 

is about 200 yards, and you will 

_ find 20 watchmen employed every 
‘night within that area. How 
then is it possible that robberies 
still occur, with 20 live watchmen 
about? I cannot understand: why 
‘this battalion of watchmen is 
not “properly organised. In a 
tporting spirit I come down 
sometimes at three o'clock in the 
morning and find, as a rule, all 
the watchmen sleeping at the 
same time. Ifthey are awake it’ 
Ys by accident. They seem un- 
concerncd when any barglares 
take place at their neighbours’ 
shops. A watchman will tell you 
that it is no business of his if his 
neighbour's store is burgled.
